Changing  Realities.- 


Social  Trends  Among  Ukrainian  Canadians 

edited  by  W.R:  Petryshyn 


The  book  contains  eleven  papers  delivered 
at  the  Institute's  conference  on  "Social  Trends 
Among  Ukrainian  Canadians"  held  at  the  University 
of  Ottawa,  15-16  September  1978,  where  the  focal 
point  was  the  data-rich  manuscript,  "Statistical 
Compendium  on  the  Ukrainians  in  Canada,  1891-1976, 
compiled  by  an  Ottawa-based  research  team  and 
edited  by  Drs.  William  Darcovich  and  Paul  Yuzyk. 

The  book  is  divided  into  four  parts: 
"Ethnicity  and  the  Census,"  "Economic  Status," 
"Social  Trends,"  and  "Political  Participation."

N.Y.  He  comments  on  the  compendium  as  a 
resource  tool,  the  quality  of  the  papers  de- 
livered at  the  conference  and  the  importance 
of  social  statistics  to  the  conduct  of  ethnic 
politics  in  the  United  States  in  contrast  to 
the  Canadian  experience. 

The  249-page  paperback  has  an  attractive 
cover  designed  by  Larisa  Sembaliuk  of  Edmonton 
and  may  be  obtained  from  the  Institute  or  from 
the  Institute's  distributor,  the  University  of 
Toronto  Press,  for  $7.95.

Scheduled  to  appear  in  May  are  two  new 
additions  to  "The  Canadian  Library  in  Ukrain- 
ian Studies,"  the  Institute's  first  publica- 
tions on  Ukraine's  historical  and  political 
development:  Jurij  Borys,  The  Sovietization 

of  Ukraine  1917-1923:  The  Communist  Doctrine 

and  Practice  of  Rational  Self-Determination 
and  Peter  J.  Potichnyj  (ed.),  Poland  and 
Ukraine  Past  and  Present.

The  book  by  Dr.  Borys  concerns  the  Bolshe- 
viks’ theory  and  practice  of  national  self- 
determination  with  respect  to  Ukraine  from 
the  outbreak  of  the  revolution  in  1917  to  the 
creation  of  the  Soviet  Union  in  1923.  In 
addition  to  presenting  a detailed  account 
of  the  events  leading  to  Ukraine's  sovietiza- 
tion,  Dr.  Borys  analyzes  Marxist  theory  on 
the  national  question  as  well  as  the  socio- 
economic and  political  situation  in  Ukraine 
on  the  eve  of,  and  during,  the  revolution. 

The  author,  born  in  Ukraine,  graduated 
in  1948  from  the  School  of  Political  and 
Social  Sciences  in  Prague.  He  received  his 
Cand.  Ph.,  Ph.  Lie.  and  Ph.D.  from  the  Uni- 
versity of  Stockholm.  He  was  a Fulbright 
Fellow  in  1961-2  and  a Research  Fellow  of  the 
Swedish  National  Research  Council  in  1962-5. 
Dr.  Borys  has  taught  at  the  University  of 
Stockholm,  Stanford  University,  University 
of  Washington  and  the  University  of  Alberta. 
From  1966  to  1976  he  was  professor  of  poli- 
tical science  at  the  University  of  Calgary. 
His  publications  include  a number  of  studies 
on  the  Soviet  political  elite  and  the  nation- 
al question  in  the  USSR. 

In  the  foreword  to  Sovietization  of 
Ukraine,  Dr.  John  A.  Armstrong  writes:  "One 
of  the  great  achievements  of  Jurij  Borys’ 
book  is  to  have  recognized  the  significance 
of  the  complex  relationship  between  Bol- 
shevism and  nationalism  in  the  critical 
Ukrainian  arena.  The  heart  of  his  treat- 
ment is  comprehensive  and  original.  To 
a greater  extent  than  any  other  writer  on 
this  period  of  Ukrainian  history  (and, 
with  few  exceptions,  on  this  period  of  So- 
viet history  in  general) , Borys  has  endeav- 
oured to  present  the  sociological  and  the 
economic  as  well  as  the  purely  political 
aspects  of  his  subject.  He  has  used  a 
great  deal  of  quantitative  data,  including 
such  diverse  materials  as  the  elections 
to  the  constituent  assembly  and  the  distri- 
bution of  land  ownership.  In  this  resort  to 
quantification  Borys  was  years  ahead  of 
most  political  scientists  and  historians 
working  on  Soviet  subjects  in  general,  to  say 
nothing  of  those  analyzing  specific  nation- 
al problems." 

Sovietization  of  Ukraine  originally 
appeared  in  Stockholm  in  1960  under  the  title 
The  Russian  Communist  Party  and  the  Sovieti- 
zation of  Ukraine:  A Study  in  the  Communist 

Doctrine  of  Self-Determination  of  Rations. 

The  second  edition  has  been  revised  stylis- 
tically and  illustrations  have  been  added. 

The  book  will  be  available  in  hardback  for 
$19.95  and  in  paperback  for  $12.95. 


The  book  edited  by  Dr.  Potichnyj  consists 
of  the  proceedings  of  a conference,  also  en- 
titled "Poland  and  Ukraine  Past  and  Present," 
held  at  McMaster  University,  Hamilton,  Ontario, 
in  October  1977.  The  book  contains  seventeen 
essays  divided  into  five  parts.  Drs.  Ivan  L. 
Rudnytsky  (Alberta) , Andrzej  Kaminski 
(Columbia),  Frank  E.  Sysyn  (Harvard)  and 
Orest  Subtelny  (Hamilton  College)  discuss 
the  "Historical  Legacy";  Mr.  Jozef  Lobo- 
dowski  (Madrid)  and  Drs.  George  G.  Grab- 
owicz  and  Vasyl  Markus  examine  "Cultural 
Relations";  Drs.  Volodymyr  N.  Bandera 
(California),  Borys  Lewytzkyj  (Munich), 

Roman  Szporluk  (Michigan)  and  Professor 
Mond  (Paris)  explore  "Economic  Ties  and 
Communications";  Professor  Josef  Lewan- 
dowski  (Uppsala),  Dr.  John  Basarab  (Munich) 
and  Mr.  Yevhen  Shtendera  (Ottawa)  discuss 
"World  War  Two  and  After";  and  Professor 
Hugh  Seton-Watson  (London)  and  Drs.  Jaroslav 
Pelenski  (Iowa)  and  Adam  Bromke  (McMaster) 
explore  "Political  Problems."

TORONTO  CHAIR  OF  UKRAINIAN  STUDIES  APPOINTMENT 

On  28  April,  Dr.  Paul  R.  Magocsi  accepted 
the  offer  of  appointment  to  the  Chair  of 
Ukrainian  Studies  at  the  University  of  Toronto. 

He  will  teach  the  history  of  Ukraine  from  the 
Kievan  Rus'  period  to  the  present.  The  success- 
ful candidate  holds  B.A.  and  M.A.  degrees 
from  Rutgers  University  and  a Ph.D.  degree 
from  Princeton,  all  in  history.  He  is  currently 
a senior  research  fellow  at  the  Harvard  Ukrainian 
Research  Institute,  Cambridge,  Massachusetts, 
and  managing  editor  of  the  Harvard  Series  in 
Ukrainian  Studies.  Dr.  Magocsi' s research  in- 
terests consist  of  the  nationality  question  in 
eastern  Galicia  (1830-1914) , the  intelligentsia 
in  nineteenth-century  Galicia, And  Subcarpathian 
Rus'.  In  1978  he  published  his  major  work, 

The  Shaping  of  a Rational  Identity:  Subcarpathian 
Rus 1848-1948  (Harvard  University  Press).  Dr. 
Magocsi  was  born  in  Englewood,  New  Jersey,  in 
1945.  He  is  married  with  two  children. 
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THE  CIUS  WORKSHOP  ON  TEACHER  EDUCATION 

On  29  March,  the  Institute  organized  a 
workshop  in  Saskatoon  to  canvas  the  possibility 
of  developing  courses  for  teachers  of  Ukrainian 
on  an  interprovincial  basis  in  the  Prairie 
provinces.  Besides  the  CIUS  director,  in 
attendance  were  the  following  invited  partici- 
pants, all  with  experience  in  offering  peda- 
gogical courses  to  teachers  at  the  university 
level:  Mrs.  Sonia  Cipiwnyk,  Mrs.  Roma  Franko, 

Mrs.  Vera  Labach  (University  of  Saskatchewan); 

Mrs.  Patricia  Sembaliuk  (Edmonton  Public 
School  Board),  Mr.  John  Sokolowski  (Alberta  Educa- 
tion); Mrs.  Stefania  Yurkiwsky  (Manitoba  Educa- 
tion); and  Mr.  George  Zerebecky  (Saskatchewan 
Education) . 

The  group  developed  the  format  for  a language 
immersion  course  for  teachers  of  core  Ukrainian 
and  bilingual  Ukrainian  classes  at  all  grade 
levels.  The  course  will  be  piloted  as  a non- 
credit course  in  June  1980  under  Mrs.  Yurkiwsky' s 
supervision  in  Winnipeg.  It  is  hoped  that  an  in- 
terprovincial Ukrainian  summer  school  full  course 
(or  two  half  courses)  will  be  offered  for  credit 
at  the  University  of  Saskatchewan  in  1981,  the 
University  of  Manitoba  in  1982  and  the  University 
of  Alberta  in  1983.  The  CIUS  will  assist  in  the 
administration  of  the  course (s)  and  provide 
such  additional  funds  as  may  be  needed  for 
instructors  over  and  above  the  University  course 
co-ordinator. 


JOURNAL  APPEARS  UNDER  NEW  NAME 

The  eighth  issue  of  the  Institute's  jour- 
nal will  appear  in  mid-May  under  the  new  name 

Journal  of  Ukrainian  Studies. 

The  name  has  been  changed  to  recognize 
the  Journal's  broad  range  of  contributors. 

To  provide  a forum  for  graduate  students  and 
scholars  will  continue  to  be  the  Journal' s 
central  aim.  The  editorial  board  hopes  that 
the  name  change  will  help  to  encourage  schol- 
ars in  Ukrainian  studies  to  contribute  more 
readily.

The  issue  also  includes  a guide  to  re- 
search in  the  British  Public  Records  Office 
by  Lubomyr  Luciuk,  graduate  student  at  the 
University  of  Alberta,  and  reviews  of  ten 
publications  in  Ukrainian  studies. 


IMMIGRATION  DOCUMENTS 

The  Institute  has  acquired  approximately 
thirty  centimetres  of  photocopied  documents 
from  Austrian  and  Polish  archives  pertaining  to 
emigration  (particularly  Ukrainian)  from  the 
Austro-Hungarian  Empire  to  Canada  between  1896 
and  1914.  The  material  was  collected  for  the 
Institute  by  Dr.  Bohdan  Kazymyra  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  Regina.  His  research  would  indicate  that 
these  documents  represent  all  relevant  material 
in  the  Haus-,  Hof-  and  Staatsarchiv,  the 
Allgemeines  Verwaltungsarchiv,  the  Kriegsarchiv, 
the  Leopoldinen-Stif tungsarchiv,  the  Austrian 
National  Library  and  the  University  of  Vienna 
Library  in  Austria,  as  well  as  the  State 
Archives,  the  Library  and  Archives  of  the  Polish 
United  Workers'  Party,  the  National  Library  and 
the  university  libraries  in  Warsaw  and  Cracow, 
Poland.  The  collection,  together  with  a pre- 
liminary guide,  has  been  placed  on  loan  in  the 
University  of  Alberta  Archives  under  Accession 
Humber  80-20. 


UVAN  SHEVCHENKO  SESSION 

The  thirty-first  Shevchenko  Session  of 
the  Ukrainian  Free  Academy  of  Sciences  in 
Canada  (UVAN)  took  place  on  9 March  1980  in 
the  auditorium  of  the  Main  Library  in  Winnipeg. 

Dr.  J.  Rozumnyj,  president  of  UVAN, 
introduced  the  speaker.  Dr.  Ivan  Fizer  of 
Rutgers  University,  New  Brunswick,  New  Jersey. 
Dr.  Fizer  discussed  several  problems  of  Shev- 
chenko's aesthetics  and  philosophy  from  the 
standpoint  of  European  romanticism,  pointing 
out  the  specificities  and  innovations  that 
Shevchenko  introduced  into  this  literary  and 
ideological  movement.  Innovations  are  parti- 
cularly important  in  Shevchenko's  versification, 
metrics,  composition,  lexical  and  folkloric 
material,  which  he  transformed  into  a new  and 
highly  personal  aesthetics.  The  speaker  dwelt 
on  Shevchenko's  exceptional  memory  and  broad 
education.  He  illustrated  these  with  Shev- 
chenko's works,  the  autobiographical  novel 
Khudozhnik  (The  Artist) , diaries  and  corres- 
pondence. 
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This  was  the  third  UVAN  Shevchenko  Session 
devoted  to  the  poet's  aesthetics  and  philosophy. 
The  problems  were  earlier  examined  by  Dr.  G. 
Grabowicz,  Dr.  J.  Rozumnyj,  Dr.  B.  Rubchak, 
and  L.  Pliushch.  In  contrast  to  the  Ukrainian 
SSR,  where  Shevchenko  is  not  discussed  in  an 
overall  European  context.  Dr.  Fizer  indicated 
the  many  ways  Shevchenko's  works  are  an  orig- 
inal contribution  to  world  literature. 


MOROZ  VISITS  INSTITUTE 


Valentyn  Moroz,  the  noted  Ukrainian 
oppositionist  and  former  political  prisoner, 
gave  an  Institute-sponsored  lecture  at  the 
University  of  Alberta  on  28  February  1980.  Mr. 

Moroz  characterized  the  USSR  as  the  latest  variant 
of  Russian  imperialism  and  compared  and  contrasted 
this  imperialism  with  other  empires  (i.e.,  the  Greco- 
Roman  and  Turkish) . He  analyzed  the  recrudescence 
of  nationalism  in  each  of  the  major  non-Russian 
republics  in  the  USSR  and  maintained  that, in 
Ukraine,  the  resistance  to  Russian  domination  was 
entering  a new  phase  marked  by  military  and  mass 
struggle. 


ICONOGRAPHY  COURSE 

The  Faculty  of  Extension  in  co-operation 
with  the  Institute  and  the  Department  of  Slavic 
Languages  at  the  University  of  Alberta  presented 
the  course,  "The  Icon  in  Ukrainian  and  Russian 
Culture,"  from  January  to  March  1980.  The  ins- 
tructors were  Dr.  J.-P.  Himka,  Dr.  A.  Hornjatkevyc, 
M.  Shkandrij  and  H.  Wohlfarth.  They  discussed  such 
topics  as  techniques,  theology  of  icons,  history 
of  icons  in  Byzantium,  Ukraine  and  Russia,  and 
the  outlook  for  iconography  in  the  future. 


SCHOLARSHIPS  AT  THE  UNIVERSITY  OF  MANITOBA 

The  Department  of  Slavic  Studies  at  the 
University  of  Manitoba  expresses  its  grati- 
tude to  Mrs.  Stefania  Bubniuk,  the  executrix 
of  the  estate  of  the  late  Dr.  M.  Mandryka  of 
Winnipeg,  for  a $2,000  scholarship  endowment 
for  undergraduates  in  Ukrainian  studies.  The 
interest  from  this  fund  ($200  annually)  will 
be  awarded  to  the  student  with  the  best  achieve- 
ments in  study  or  research. 

The  Department  is  also  very  grateful  to 
the  family  of  the  late  V.  Fedorus  of  Winnipeg 
for  the  bequest  of  $2,000  for  the  same  purpose. 
This  has  been  divided  into  eleven  scholarships 
of  $250  which  will  be  awarded  to  outstanding 
students  or  researchers  over  the  next  eleven 
years . 

Enrollments  in  Ukrainian  courses  in 
1978-79  at  the  University  of  Manitoba  increased 
by  13.5  per  cent  (highest  in  the  Faculty  of 
Arts)  and  by  10  per  cent  in  1979-80.  This 
year  200  students  are  enrolled  in  Ukrainian 
undergraduate  courses  and  fifteen  in  the 
master's  programme.  The  Department  now  has 
at  its  disposal  seventeen  scholarships,  worth 
between  $200  and  $500,  and  offers  thirty-two 
Ukrainian  language,  literature,  civilization 
and  culture  courses. 

The  staff  of  the  Department  consists  of 
Dr.  J.  Rozumnyj,  Head;  Dr.  I.  Tarnawecky,  Dr. 

H.  Wiebe,  Dr.  N.  Aponiuk  and  lecturer

1980  SHEVCHENKO  LECTURE 

The  fourteenth  annual  Shevchenko  Lecture 
was  held  at  the  University  of  Alberta  on  12  March 
1980.  Dr.  Wsevolod  Isajiw,  professor  of  sociology 
at  the  University  of  Toronto,  spoke  on  "Ukrainians 
in  the  Canadian  City,"  which  is  the  topic  of  his 
current  research  and  also  the  title  of  a special 
forthcoming  issue  of  the  journal  Canadian  Ethnic 
Studies. 


The  image  of  Ukrainian  Canadians  as  a rural 
people  is  now  historical.  Over  75  per  cent  of 
Ukrainians  live  in  Canadian  cities,  with  over  one- 
half  in  Toronto,  Winnipeg  and  Edmonton. 

Three  questions  can  be  asked  about  this  urban 
population:  What  sociological  knowledge  do  we 

have  about  their  social  characteristics?  Have 
Ukrainians  been  retaining  their  identity?  What 
will  their  future  as  a distinct  group  depend 
upon?

Since  the  1950s,  Ukrainian  Canadians  have 
been  very  mobile,  moving  into  better  occupations 
from  generation  to  generation  and  also  within 
the  lifetime  of  individuals.  Current  research 
has  revealed  a number  of  new  aspects  of  this 
process.  Those  Ukrainians  who  have  moved  from 
rural  areas  have  been  better  educated,  on  the 
average,  than  Ukrainians  already  in  the  cities. 
This  has  probably  meant  that  they  were  not 
disadvantaged  by  their  rural  background  and 
possibly  had  a.  higher  occupational  mobility 
than  city  dwellers.  Indeed,  Ukrainians  now 
match  the  average  in  Canada  for  the  teaching 
(except  university)  and  engineering  profes- 
sions. However,  Ukrainian  Canadians  are  still 
underrepresented  in  general  management  and 
administrative  positions  that  are  strategic 
both  with  respect  to  subordinates  and  to 
society  as  a whole.  We  can  expect  that  dif- 
ferences in  the  1960s,  between  downwardly 
mobile  immigrants  and  upwardly  mobile  second- 
generation  Ukrainians,  will  give  way  in  the 
1980s  to  third-generation  Canadians  and  second- 
generation  postwar  Ukrainians  sharing  common 
assumptions  about  their  professional  partici- 
pation in  Canadian  life. 

Whether  Ukrainians  can  retain  their  iden- 
tity will  depend  on  certain  independent  var- 
iables that  express  ethnicity.  A recent  sur- 
vey on  mother  tongue  showed  a decline  in  usage 
in  each  of  the  three  generations  tested.  Un- 
like Jewish  Canadians,  of  whom  over  50  per 
cent  in  the  third  generation  spoke  Hebrew,  only 
11  per  cent  of  third-generation  Ukrainian 
Canadians  read  and  wrote,  9 per  cent  spoke  and 
4 per  cent  spoke  to  parents  in  Ukrainian.  The 
use  of  a language  in  the  home  has  been  the 
strongest  variable  associated  with  retention. 
Language  schools  have  little  effect  on  reten- 
tion, but  do  serve  to  structure  friendship  and 
dating  patterns.  Nevertheless,  in  the  third 
generation  33  per  cent  of  Ukrainian  Canadians 
still  attend  informal  social  functions  and  67 
per  cent  sometimes  or  frequently  eat  Ukrain- 
ian foods.  When  asked  about  their  feelings 
of  obligation  toward  the  Ukrainian  community, 

35  per  cent  of  third  generation  respondents 
felt  that  their  children  ought  to  learn  Ukrain- 
ian, 46  per  cent  felt  they  ought  to  support 
Ukrainian  causes  and  50  per  cent  still  felt 
"Ukrainian."  However,  only  2 per  cent  said 
their  children  should  marry  Ukrainians  and 
only  3 per  cent  frequently  or  sometimes  read 
Ukrainian  newspapers.  Such  figures  lead 
Dr.  Isajiw  to  argue  that  Ukrainians  are  not 
disappearing,  and  that  continued  survival 
depends  on  the  third  generation  rediscovering 
their  roots  and  creating  Ukrainian-Canadian 
lifestyles  suitable  to  themselves.  He  con- 
cluded his  presentation  by  discussing  six 
different  definitions  of  multiculturalism 
and  suggested  that  Ukrainian-Canadian  leaders 


increasingly  see  multiculturalism  as  a means 
of  creating  ethnic  institutions  within  the 
context  of  public  Canadian  organizations  in 
order  to  allow  Ukrainians  to  enter  the  gen- 
eral society  while  developing  their  identity. 

Following  the  presentation.  Dr.  Isajiw 
answered  a variety  of  questions  put  forward 
from  the  audience.  The  Shevchenko  Lecture  is 
sponsored  by  the  Ukrainian  Professional  and 
Business  Club  of  Edmonton  and  organized  by  the 
Institute. 


THE  WILLIAM  KURELEK  MEMORIAL  LECTURES 

The  annual  William  Kurelek  Memorial  Lec- 
tures at  the  University  of  Toronto  were  held 
on  28  February  and  3-4  March  and  featured  three 
speakers:  Dr.  Virco  Baley,  University  of 

Nevada,  Las  Vegas;  Professor  Walter  Tarnopolsky, 
University  of  Ottawa,  and  Dr.  Bohdan  Wytwycky, 
New  York.  Dr.  Baley,  a noted  performer,  com- 
poser and  educator,  gave  a presentation  on  the 
subject  "Twentieth  Century  Ukrainian  Music." 

He  argued  that  for  various  historical  reasons, 
Ukrainian  music  was  characterized  by  its  con- 
servatism up  to  the  Soviet  period.  In  the 
1920s  Ukrainian  music  made  important  strides 
through  the  work  of  such  composers  as  Boris 
Lyatoshinsky . The  Stalin  period  put  an  end 
to  this  development,  but  in  the  1960s,  due  to 
the  predominant  influence  of  the  Polish  musical 
avant-garde,  the  "Kiev  School"  of  modern  music 
emerged;  it  included  Valentyn  Silvestrov, 

Leonid  Hrahovsky,  Vitaly  Hodziatsky  and  Yevhen 
Stankovych.  These  composers  continue  their 
work,  despite  difficult  ideological,  cultural 
and  political  constraints  on  their  creativity, 
and  some  have  even  received  international  recog- 
nition. 

The  second  lecture  was  presented  by  Walter 
Tarnopolsky  who  spoke  on  "Quebec  and  the  Con-i 
stitutional  Options  for  Canada."  After  con- 
sidering the  many  factors  that  have  led  a 
majority  of  French-speaking  Quebecers  to  think 
of  themselves  more  as  Quebecois  than  Canadian, 
Professor  Tarnopolsky  maintained  that  the 
people  of  Quebec  were  justified  in  seeking 
reforms  and  rearrangements  that  would  enable 
them  to  ensure  continuation  of  the  French 
fact  in  Canada.  The  most  important  dimension 
is  constitutional  reform,  especially  redis- 
tribution of  powers  op  such  matters  as:  tax- 

ation, immigration,  broadcasting,  marriage 
and  divorce  laws,  criminal  law,  greater  prov- 
incial representation  in  central  institutions 
and  at  international  conferences,  restriction 
on  federal  spending  powers  and  the  removal 
of  the  powers  of  reservation  in  Section  90 
of  the  BNA  Act.  Professor  Tarnopolsky  stressed 
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that  constitutional  reform  is  not  only  es- 
sential but  urgent  and  concluded  that  whatever 
the  result  of  the  referendum  in  May  1980,  fed- 
eral union  is  attractive  enough  for  Quebecers 
to  exercise  their  right  of  self-determination 
within  Canada. 

The  final  lecture  by  Dr.  Wytwycky,  author 
of  The  Other  Holocaust:  Many  Circles  of  Hell 

(1980) , dealt  with  the  topic  "The  Spectre  of 
the  Nazi  Holocaust  and  Its  Impact  on  Inter- 
group Relations."  He  began  by  describing  the 
Nazi  theories  of  race  about  Slavs,  Gypsies 
and  Jews  and  then  presented  a vivid  portrait 
of  the  suffering  of  many  East  European  nation- 
alities under  Nazi  rule.  He  showed  that  at 
least  nine  million  Slavs  and  other  East  Euro- 
peans died  with  six  million  Jews.  Dr.  Wytwycky 
concluded  his  remarks  by  pointing  out  that  the 
time  had  finally  come  for  all  ethnic  groups 
to  realize,  first,  that  only  a very  small  pro- 
portion of  East  Europeans  had  collaborated  with 
the  Nazis  and,  second,  that  the  universal  mean- 
ing and  impact  of  the  Nazi  holocaust  should 
be  recognized  by  all.

EDMONTON 


KAROL  ADAMOWICZ 

The  seventh  Institute  seminar  at  the 
University  of  Alberta  was  presented  on  15 
January  1980  by  Karol  Adamowicz,  a graduate 
student  in  the  Department  of  Educational  Foun- 
dations. He  spoke  on  "Ukrainian  Education  in 
Interwar  Poland,"  focusing  on  the  elementary 
level.  The  so-called  utraquization  of  Ukrainian 
schools,  their  conversion  from  a single  language 
of  instruction  (Ukrainian)  to  two  (Ukrainian 
and  Polish) , tended  to  poison  Polish-Ukrainian 
relations  in  the  interwar  era.  The  originator  of 
the  programme,  the  National  Democrat  Stanislaw 
Grabski,  claimed  that  utraquization  would 
improve  these  relations.  In  reality  utraquist 
schools  were  instruments  of  Polonization. 
Ukrainian-language  schools  were  systematically 
phased  out  at  a rate  very  nearly  proportional 
to  the  rate  of  increase  in  utraquist  schools. 

As  a result,  by  1939  very  little  remained  of 
the  Ukrainian  educational  system  that  had  been 
established  in  Galicia  under  Austrian  rule. 


DR.  ROBERT  KLYMASZ 

On  30  January,  Dr.  Robert  Klymasz,  visiting 
professor  in  support  of  ethnic  studies  at  the 
University  of  Alberta,  presented  the  eighth 
Institute  seminar,  "Ukrainian  Folk 
Songs  of  Vegreville:  A Collector's  Dozen." 

Dr.  Klymasz  spent  the  summer  of  1965  in 
Vegreville  collecting,  recording  and  studying 
the  folklore  of  the  local  Ukrainians.  His 
seminar  featured  the  first  public  presentation 
of  a sampling  of  twelve  folksong  items  recorded 
on  tape  in  the  course  of  that  summer's  experience. 
Ten  of  the  folksongs  were  recorded  in  Vegreville, 
the  other  two  in  Mundare  and  Shandro.  The  songs 
included  "Oi  chy  ie  vdoma  vash  pan  hospodar" 

(Is  Your  Master  of  the  House  at  Home?)  and 
"Zazhurylas  popadia"  (A  Priest's  Wife  Became 
Worried).  Textual  transcriptions  and  transla- 
tions were  distributed  at  the  seminar  so  that 
each  item  could  be  followed  as  it  was  played. 


FRANCES  SWYRIPA 

The  ninth  seminar,  "Cold  War  on  the  Home 
Front:  Watson  Kirkconnell  and  Ukrainian  Can- 

adians," was  presented  by  Frances  Swyripa, 
research  associate  at  the  Institute,  on  12 
February. 


To  most  Ukrainian  Canadians,  Watson  Kirk- 
connell was  the  translator  of  Ukrainian  poetry 
and  a vocal  foe  of  communism.  These  activities, 
however,  formed  only  a small  part  of  an  aca- 
demic and  public  career  that  spanned  five 
decades  and  included  the  lifetime  study  of 
several  languages  and  literatures,  a univer- 
sity presidency  and  a founding  role  in  such 
bodies  as  the  Humanities  Research  Council  of 
Canada  and  the  Committee  on  Co-operation  in 
Canadian  Citizenship,  set  up  in  1940  to  advise 
the  Nationalities  Branch  of  the  Department 
of  National  War  Services. 

The  philosophy  of  Kirkconnell,  who  became 
a spokesman  for  non-communist  Ukrainian  Can- 
adians (much  criticized  by  the  Left),  was 
rooted  in  the  conviction  that  western  liberal 
democracies  were  threatened  by  the  alien  and 
Godless  doctrines  of  Nazi  and  communist 
totalitarianism.  Rededication  to  fraternity, 
civic  responsibility,  discipline  and  moral 
values  was  necessary  in  a society  weakened 
by  secularization,  intemperance  and  the  refu- 
sal of  better-educated  couples  to  have  chil- 
dren. It  was  Kirkconnell' s self-imposed  mis- 
sion to  expose  the  "evil  and  continuing  de- 
signs" of  communism  to  the  Canadian  public. 

His  refusal  to  temper  his  stand  or  condem- 
nation of  the  Soviet  record  after  the  USSR 
became  Canada's  military  ally  brought  cri- 
ticism from  Moscow,  Canadian  communists  and 
"patriots"  influenced  by  pro-Soviet  wartime 
propaganda.  Kirkconnell' s insistence  on  the 
loyalty  of  the  majority  of  European  Canadians 
to  Canada's  war  effort  and  denunciation  of 
the  small  fifth  columns  in  their  midst  won 
favour  with  such  groups  as  the  Ukrainians. 

During  the  war,  Kirkconnell' s involvement 
with  the  non-communist  sector  of  the  Ukrain- 
ian-Canadian  community  had  the  appearance  of 
a monitoring  role  to  ensure  its  unity  and 
loyalty.  He  suggested  that  the  Allies  would 
view  Ukrainian  independence  more  favourably 
if  the  factions  in  Canada  could  demonstrate 
political  maturity  by  co-operating  in  the 
national  interest.  Kirkconnell' s attack  on 
Ukrainian-Canadian  communism  peaked  after 
the  publication  of  Vera  Lysenko's  Men  in 
Sheepskin  Coats  (1947),  when  he  sent  a criti- 
cal review  documenting  the  book's  communist 
bias  to  Ryerson  Press  and  questioned  its 
right  to  publish  "distorted  and  harmful" 
material. 

Research  into  Kirkconnell' s association 
with  the  Ukrainian  Canadians,  particularly 
behind-the-scenes  manoeuvers  and  motives,  and 
his  anti- communist  crusade  in  the  1940s  is 
still  elementary  and  the  conclusions  there- 
fore tentative.  One  is  forced  to  rely  on 
his  wartime  publications  and  autobiography, 
supplemented  by  scattered  archival  material. 
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Kirkconnell's  personal  papers  were  deposited 
in  the  Acadia  University  Archives  only  recent- 
ly and  remain  closed  until  catalogued. 


DR.  YAR  SLAVUTYCH 

The  tenth  Institute  seminar  in  Edmonton 
was  offered  on  4 March  by  Professor  Yar  Slavutych 
of  the  Department  of  Slavic  Languages  and 
Literatures.  His  topic  was  "The  Poetics  of 
Stefanyk  and  Ukrainka:  A Comparative  Characte- 

rization." According  to  Dr.  Slavutych,  Lesia 
Ukrainka  was  an  outstanding  presence  in 
Ukrainian  literature.  In  the  late  nineteenth 
century  (simultaneously  with  Ivan  Franko)  she 
reached  the  very  summits  of  poetic  achievement. 
Her  dramatic  poems  displayed  an  interest  in  new 
literary  currents  and  new  styles.  The  same 
interest  was  evident  from  the  first  in  Vasyl 
Stefanyk' s works.  Both  Ukrainka  and  Stefanyk 
were  distinguished  by  their  command  of  metaphoric 
expression.  Dr.  Slavutych  compared  and  contrasted 
their  poetics  by  reading  a number  of  extracts 
from  their  works. 


ALEXANDRA  CHERNENKO-RUDNYTSKY 

"Impressionism,  Expressionism  and 
Ukrainian  Literature"  was  the  topic  of  the 
eleventh  Institute  seminar  in  Edmonton,  presented 
on  18  March  by  the  poet  and  literary  critic, 
Alexandra  Chernenko-Rudnytsky . 

Impressionism  and  expressionism  were  two 
artistic  currents  whose  contradictory  outlooks 
clashed  at  the  turn  of  the  century.  Started  by 
French  painters,  both  trends  soon  became  inter- 
national phenomena  applied  to  literature  as  well 
as  painting.  The  impressionists  believed  that  an 
objective  comprehension  of  the  world  could  only 
be  achieved  in  a momentary  impression  and  a pas- 
sive experience  of  atomized  reality.  The  expres- 
sionists, by  contrast,  held  that  only  through 
subjective  intuition  could  the  artist  express 
the  absolute  and  spiritual  — the  sole  authentic 
reality,  hidden  beneath  superficial  appearance. 
The  dynamic  of  emotional  expression,  and  not 
beauty,  became  the  basis  for  expressionist 
aesthetics.  The  impressionist  world  view  was 
based  on  empiricism  and  Comte's  positivist 
philosophy.  The  expressionist  outlook  was  influ- 
enced by  idealism  — Schopenhauer,  Bergson,  neo- 
Kantianism,  Oriental  philosophy  and  Husserl's 
phenomenology . 

The  Polish  writer  Stanislaw  Przybyszewski, 
an  expressionist,  was  in  contact  with  Ukrainian 
writers  in  Cracow,  especially  Vasyl  Stefanyk. 
Cracow's  bohemia,  as  a centre  of  modernist 
currents,  was  a window  to  Europe  not  only  for 


Poland,  but  also  for  Ukrainian  Galicia.  Literary 
innovations  reached  Galicia  directly  from  German 
sources,  too..  Still  the  literary  critics  of 
Moloda  rmza  and  Nova  khata  concentrated  more 
on  winning  acceptance  for  modernist  currents 
than  on  employing  the  new  approach  to  literary 
criticism.  Not  until  the  NEP  period  did  a series 
of  articles  appear  interpreting  works  according 
to  the  new,  modernist  methods.  Even  then,  literary 
works  were  only  marginally  analyzed  in  terms  of 
impressionism,  and  still  more  rarely  in  terms 
of  expressionism.  This  is  surprising  given  the 
popularity  of  expressionism  in  central  Ukraine, 
particularly  in  Kurbas'  theatre,  and  in  Galicia, 
in  Novakivsky's  artistic  milieu.  There  is  an 
enormous  critical  literature  on  Stefanyk,  but 
much  of  it  erroneously  treats  him  as  an  impres- 
sionist. In  1971,  in  opening  the  "Symposium  on 
Ukrainian  Language  and  Literature"  at  the 
University  of  Alberta,  Dr.  Oleh  Zujewsky  was  the 
first  to  emphasize  that  Stefanyk  was  a bril- 
liant master  of  the  expressionist  novella. 


DR.  JANUS Z RADZIEJOWSKI 

On  8 April,  Dr.  Janusz  Radziejowski  of 
Warsaw,  visiting  professor  at  the  Institute  in 
1979-80,  presented  the  twelfth  Institute  sem- 
inar, "Collectivization  in  Ukraine  in  the 
Light  of  Soviet  Historiography." 

During  1926-8,  Bukharin's  view  that  col- 
lectivization must  proceed  gradually  was  gen- 
erally accepted  within  the  party.  But  the 
grain  shortfall  of  1927-8  led  to  a decision 
to  introduce  rapid  and  total  collectiviza- 
tion. The  grain  crisis  itself  was  primarily 
caused  by  a decline  in  marketed  grain,  re- 
flecting the  great  social  changes  in  the 
countryside  (division  of  great  estates,  de- 
crease in  the  number  of  kulaks) . Contri- 
buting to  the  crisis  were  peasant  reluctance 
to  comply  with  state  grain  purchases  and  a 
switch  from  grain  production  to  higher-paying 
industrial  crops.  To  overcome  the  grain 
crisis  and  to  force  through  industrialization, 
total  collectivization  was  begun  in  1928-9. 

Collectivization  was  accomplished  in 
great  haste  and  with  poor  planning.  The  peas- 
ants responded  by  a mass  slaughter  of  live- 
stock; in  Ukraine  by  1932,  48  per  cent  of  the 
cattle  had  been  slaughtered.  In  1930  Ukraine 
produced  26  per  cent  of  all  grain  in  the  USSR, 
but  supplied  the  state  with  34  per  cent  of 
all  grain  purchases.  Such  wanton  extrac- 
tion had  a negative  effect  on  Ukrainian  har- 
vests in  the  following  years.  Mass  deporta- 
tions and  repression  accompanied  collectivi- 
zation; in  1933,  for  example,  nearly  half  of 
the  collective  farm  chairmen  in  Odessa  and 
Donetske  oblasts  were  arrested.  Stealing 
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from  the  collective  farms  was  punished  by 
execution  or  imprisonment  for  a minimum  of 
ten  years.  Millions  perished  in  the  famine 
of  1933. 

Collectivization  did  not  solve  Soviet 
agricultural  problems.  From  1913  to  1937, 
total  grain  production  did  increase  by  30  per 
cent  but — considering  that  much  new  land  was 
brought  under  cultivation — the  yield  per  hec- 
tare decreased  by  14  per  cent.  Collectivi- 
zation did  accomplish  urbanization.  In  the 
USSR  as  a whole  from  1927  to  1938,  the  urban 
population  grew  by  nearly  30  million;  over 
60  per  cent  of  the  increase  was  due  to  im- 
migration from  the  villages.  Migration 
from  the  countryside  was  so  great  that,  to 
halt  the  process,  a series  of  laws  were 
passed  during  1930-2,  culminating  in  ob- 
ligatory passports  for  city-dwellers  and 
obligatory  registration  in  one's  place  of 
residence. 

Ukrainians  in  the  Soviet  Union  experienced 
an  extraordinary  demographic  loss  of  9.7  mil- 
lion in  the  period  1926-39  as  a result  of 
collectivization  (famine,  repression  and  as- 
similation) . Politically,  too,  Ukraine  was 
affected  by  the  increased  centralization 
that  the  process  of  collectivization  brought 
with  it.

YAROSLAV  HARCHUN 

The  Institute's  seminar  series  at  the 
University  of  Toronto  began  on  14  January 
with  a presentation  by  Y.  Harchun  of  the 
University  of  Ottawa  on  "High  and  Low  Points 
of  the  Ukrainian  Language  in  the  Last  Twenty 
Years. " 

The  speaker  focussed  his  attention  parti- 
cularly on  standard  Ukrainian.  Emphasizing  the 
role  of  M.  Rylsky  and  other  writers  in  main- 
taining a high  standard  of  literary  language, 
the  speaker  pointed  out  that  there  always  existed 
a certain  bridge  between  the  1920s  and  1960s. 

The  creative  intelligentsia  of  the  1960s  not 
only  regenerated  the  cult  of  language  but  also 
ensured  some  qualitative  progress.  All  language 
development  is  a non-reversible  process  and 
therefore  extralinguistic  pressures  on  language 
development  in  the  1970s  have  no  chance  of 
success  where  language  itself  is  concerned. 

There  is  no  doubt,  however,  that  extralinguistic 
pressures  do  have  an  adverse  effect  on  the 
quality  of  literary  production  and  the  expansion 
of  the  functional  sphere  of  Ukrainian  within 
bilingual  circumstances. 


The  speaker  also  addressed  himself  to  the 
question  of  the  standard  spoken  language  and  its 
relation  to  various  dialects  and  surzhyk.  (a 
mixture  of  Russian  and  Ukrainian) . Processes 
in  spoken  Ukrainian,  which  have  taken  place 
in  the  thirty  years  since  World  War  II  — 
when, for  the  first  time  in  modern  history, 
different  Ukrainian  dialect  areas  found  them- 
selves under  one  political  administration  — are 
irreversible.  The  peculiarities  of  SE  Ukrainian 
predominate  in  phonology  and  morphology.  The 
lexicon  of  SW  Ukrainian  remains  the  richest 
source  for  creative  renewal  of  standard 
Ukrainian. 

At  the  audience's  request  the  lecture 
will  be  repeated  in  Toronto  and  Ottawa  during 
the  current  year. 


DR.  OREST  H.  T.  RUDZIK 

On  28  January  1980,  Dr.  Orest  Rudzik,  Uni- 
versity College,  University  of  Toronto,  gave  a sem- 
inar in  Toronto  on  "Ethnicity  and  Canadian  Liter- 
ature: Some  Consideration  of  the  Problem  of 

Cultural  Transference." 

"Ethnic"  culture  in  Canada  in  the  1970s 
offers  some  interesting  parallels  to  the  situa- 
tion of  the  1950s  and  1960s  as  it  concerned  both 
the  emergence  and  self-definition  of  Canadian 
literature  in  the  historical  context  of  the 
"British"  mainstream  culture.  By  examining 
cultural  constraints,  such  as  the  "mosaic,"  the 
"immigrant"  and  "nationalism"  — as  they  form 
constituent  factors  of  our  social  myth  — we 
can  note  an  increasing  self-awareness  and  cul- 
tural identity  in  mainstream  Canadian  letters. 
Ukrainian  culture  as  it  has  been  emerging  in 
Canada  in  the  twentieth  century,  both  in  im- 
ported and  native  developmental  forms,  may 
make  profitable  use  of  previous  transfers,  such 
as  that  of  the  Scottish,  into  Canadian  culture. 

By  providing  Ukrainian  readings  and  interpret- 
ations in  Canadian  cultural  mythology,  Ukrainian 
voices  can  be  recognized  to  be  more  than  just 
a species  of  regionalism,  whether  historical  or 
geographic.  Instead,  one  can  hope  for  the 
equilibrium  of  a preserved  cultural  individuality 
and  an  admitted  relevance  to  the  issues  that  are 
causing  the  Canadian  identity  to  cohere. 


DR.  ROBERTA  MARKUS 

The  third  Institute  seminar  of  the  spring 
term  at  the  University  of  Toronto  was  given  by 
Dr.  Roberta  Markus,  currently  following  her 
interests  in  multi culturalism  with  a research 
project  on  Vietnamese  refugees  in  Canada.  Her 
topic  on  25  February  was  "Recent  Soviet  Jewish 
Emigration  from  Ukraine." 
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The  speaker  presented  the  findings  of 
interviews  she  conducted  with  114  Soviet 
Jewish  immigrant  children  and  their  parents, 
documenting  their  experiences  and  problems  in 
adapting  to  Canadian  society.  Of  the  5,000  Soviet 
Jews  who  arrived  in  Canada  between  1970  and  1978, 
2,000  settled  in  Toronto.  Of  those  interviewed, 
most  (63.3  per  cent)  were  from  Ukraine:  39.6 
per  cent  from  Odessa,  18.9  per  cent  from  Kiev 
and  3.8  per  cent  from  Lviv.  24.6  per  cent 
were  nineteen  years  of  age  or  younger;  60.8 
per  cent  were  twenty  to  fifty-five  years  old. 

61.7  per  cent  had  post-secondary  education. 

In  general,  most  Soviet  Jewish  immigrants  in 
North  America  are  from  Ukraine,  well-educated 
and  relatively  young.  Most  Ukrainian  Jews 
interviewed  felt  they  could  have  had  better 
jobs  in  Russia  than  they  had  in  Ukraine. 
Nevertheless,  most  were  satisfied  with  the 
education,  housing  and  jobs  they  had  in 
Ukraine  and  did  not  feel  economically  de- 
prived, despite  shortages.  The  speaker 
stressed  that  most  of  these  immigrants  were 
only  nominally  Jewish.  They  knew  little  about 
Jewish  history,  religion  or  culture.  None 
of  those  interviewed  could  write  or  read 
Yiddish  or  Hebrew;  half  of  the  adults  under- 
stood some  Yiddish,  but  none  understood  Hebrew 
Many  of  the  children  did  not  even  know  they 
were  Jewish  until  they  had  emigrated.  As  is 
characteristic  of  most  multiethnic  societies, 
Ukrainian  Jews  identified  linguistically  and 
culturally  with  the  dominant,  in  this  case 
Russian,  group.  Although  they  understood 
Ukrainian,  they  seldom  used  it. 

Following  the  presentation,  discussion 
centred  on  the  causes  and  nature  of  anti- 
Semitism  in  Ukraine. 


YURIY  WERETELNYK 

Yuriy  Weretelnyk,  a master’s  degree 
candidate  at  the  Ontario  Institute  for  Studies 
in  Education,  spoke  on  "Ethnicity,  Ideology  and 
Education:  Ontario's  Heritage  Language  Programme," 
on  10  March. 

Introduced  by  the  Ontario  government  in 
1977  "as  a Continuing  Education  offering,  to 
help  Ontario’s  many  ethnic  groups  retain  a 
knowledge  of  their  mother  tongues  and  contin- 
uing appreciation  of  their  cultural  back- 
grounds," the  Heritage  Languages  Programme 
(HLP)  originated  from  a strong  demand  by  eth- 
nocultural groups  for  linguistic  and  cultural 
provisions  in  education.  In  1978-9,  its 
second  year  of  operation,  the  programme  at- 
tracted nearly  70,000  elementary  students 
studying  forty-five  languages  (almost  40,000 


studied  Italian).  Under  the  programme,  a 
group  of  parents  may  request  a local  school 
board  to  set  up  specific  language  classes 
which  the  board  can  refuse.  Classes  are  of- 
fered outside  regular  school  hours;  maxi- 
mum instruction  time  is  fixed  at  2{-  hours  per 
week.  The  programme  may  be  seen  as  a response 
to  public  pressure,  political  considerations 
and  demographic  changes  in  the  ethnic  composi- 
tion of  Toronto. 

Ontario’s  only  previous  concession  to 
minority-group  demands  was  the  expansion  of 
high  school  offerings  in  the  early  1970s  to 
include  such  "non- traditional"  languages  as 
Polish  and  Ukrainian.  In  this  context,  the  HLP 
may  be  seen  as  a departure  from  the  traditional 
"positive  assimilation"  approach  prevalent  since 
the  Ryerson  era.  In  status,  the  HLP  is  clearly 
inferior  to  other  areas  of  study  at  the  ele- 
mentary level.  Since  local  boards  are  under  no 
obligation  to  offer  it,  HLP  remains  a privilege, 
not  a right.  Its  extra-curricular,  continuing- 
education  nature  equates  it  with  such  general 
interest  courses  as  macrame  and  basket-weaving. 
Students  get  no  credit  for  courses  and  must 
stay  after  school  or  come  in  on  Saturday  to 
participate.  The  Ministry  of  Education  places 
the  HLP  within  a framework  of  "study  of  third 
languages"  and  "special  populations  in  educa- 
tion." HLP  pales  in  significance  when  compared 
to  French-language  education  and  separate 
school  provisions.  The  Ontario  government's 
commitment  to  its  multicultural  policy  can  be 
measured  only  in  this  context. 

Since  the  HLP  is  inadequate  from  the 
perspective  of  ethnic  group  rights  in  education, 
various  alternatives  must  be  developed.  Perhaps 
the  best  available  model,  at  least  for  some 
groups,  is  provided  by  Edmonton's  bilingual 
immersion  programmes. 


DR.  ROMANA  PIKULYK 

On  24  March,  Dr.  Romana  Pikulyk,  assistant 
professor  in  the  Department  of  Languages, 
Literatures  and  Linguistics  at  York  University, 
presented  a seminar  entitled  "Cossacks  in 
the  Historical  Fiction  of  Nikolai  Gogol  and 
Panteleimon  Kulish." 

The  speaker  began  by  introducing  the  Ro- 
mantic period  in  history,  the  Ukrainian  school 
in  Russian  literature,  the  Ukrainian  revival  of 
the  early  nineteenth  century  and  then  focussed 
on  two  specific  works,  Gogol's  Taras  Bulba 
and  Kulish 's  Black  Council. 

In  Gogol's  mythical  romance,  the  portrayal 
of  the  Cossacks  is  limited  to  the  Zaporizhians . 
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Epic  images  and  hyperbole  are  used  to  idealize 
the  Zaporizhians  and  particularly  their  leader 
Taras,  who  is  portrayed  as  a Romantic  super- 
hero. The  nomadic  Zaporizhian  lifestyle 
centred  around  war,  violence,  heroism  and  death, 
is  praised.  Like  the  composite  Cossack  heroes 
of  the  dumy , Gogol's  Zaporizhians,  especially 
Taras,  exist  within  a mythical  rather  than 
historical  context. 

Unlike  Taras  Bulba , Kulish's  Black  Council 
is  written  in  the  style  of  the  Realist  historical 
novel  and  is  based  on  many  historical  sources. 
Both  the  landowning  Cossacks  and  the  Zaporizhians 
are  portrayed  critically.  Even  though  the  un- 
romantic world  of  the  landed  Cossacks  and  the 
Khutir j and  not  the  Sich,  triumph  ultimately  in 
this  novel,  Kulish's  Kyrylo  Tur  is  the  best 
portrayal  of  the  Romantic  "noble  outlaw  hero" 
type  of  the  Zaporizhian  Cossack  in  Ukrainian 
and  non-Ukrainian  literature.

DR.  BOHDAN  BOCIURKIW 

Dr.  Bociurkiw  spent  the  month  of  October 
1979  in  Poland  under  an  academic  exchange 
agreement  between  Carle ton  University  and  the 
University  of  Warsaw,  conducting  research  on 
Polish  religious  policy,  church-state  relations 
and  secularization  processes  in  Poland  since 
World  War  II,  as  guest  of  the  Institute  of 
Political  Science.  Under  the  latter’s  auspices, 
he  offered  a public  lecture,  "The  Comparative 
Analysis  of  Church-State  Relations  in  Socialist 
Systems,"  on  10  October.  On  22  October,  Dr. 
Bociurkiw  offered  a seminar  in  the  University's 
Institute  of  Sociology  on  "Western  Research  on 
Religion  and  Laicization  in  the  USSR  and  Eastern 
Europe,"  and  on  23  October  addressed  a meeting 
of  the  Polish  Political  Science  Association  on 
"Selected  Political  and  Constitutional  Problems 
in  Canada."  During  his  stay  in  Poland,  Dr. 

Bociurkiw  also  visited  the  Universities  of  Cracow, 
Wroclaw  and  Lublin,  as  well  as  the  Catholic 
University  of  Lublin. 

DR.  OREST  CAP 

A course  entitled,  "International  Perspectives 
in  Vocational  and  Practical  Arts  Education,"  will 
be  offered  by  the  Faculty  of  Education,  University 
of  Manitoba,  in  the  fall  of  1980  at  the  pre- 
Master's  level.  The  course  will  be  taught  by 
Dr.  Orest  Cap,  programme  co-ordinator  of  indus- 
trial arts  and  industrial  teacher  education. 

It  is  designed  to  provide  an  international 


perspective  on  occupational  education  and  training 
programmes.  Particular  emphasis  will  be  placed 
on  the  status  (Russification)  of  vocational- 
technical  education  in  Soviet  Ukraine. 


VALERIE  KASURAK 

A member  of  the  Board  of  Governors  of  the 
University  of  Windsor,  Judge  Valerie  Kasurak 
has  been  appointed  to  represent  the  Board  on 
the  Senate  of  the  University  of  Windsor. 

Judge  Kasurak  is  a member  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  Canadian  Foundation  for 
Ukrainian  Studies. 


BOHDAN  KRAWCHENKO 

Bohdan  Krawchenko  delivered  a paper 
entitled,  "La  question  nationale  en  Union 
Sovietique:  le  cas  de  l'Ukraine,"  to  the  Centre 
Interuniversitaire  d'ftudes  europeenes,  Montreal, 
20  March  1980.  The  same  day  he  also  presented  a 
paper  at  the  Centre  for  Developing-Area  Studies, 
McGill  University,  on  "The  Soviet  Working  Class."

On  14  April,  Dr.  Lupul  participated  in  the 
conference  on  "Advanced  Study  and  Research  in 
the  Humanities:  Directions  and  Problems" 

organized  by  the  Calgary  Institute  for  the 
Humanities  at  the  University  of  Calgary.  Dr. 
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Lupul  contributed  to  two  panels:  "Canadian 

Institutes  in  the  Humanities:  Existing 

Programs"  and  "Advanced  Work  and  Research  in 
the  Humanities  in  the  1980s"  with  special  ref- 
erence to  the  role  which  institutes  might  play..
